Money Order Scam hits 
citizens of Bracken County 


The Bracken County 
Sheriffs Office lias received 
several complaints within 
the last week in regards to a 
Money Order Seam. With 
this seam the recipient will, 
usually receive a package 
from Federal Express or other; 
express mailing option which 
contains money orders. These 
money orders are made out 
for various amounts usually 
in the S900 plus range. 
These money orders are for 
the recipient to cash for their 
time to complete a survey: 
or to conduct an evaluation. 
This is generally a work at 
home type of seam. 

Recipients are asked to 
cash the money orders, keep' 
some of the money and then 
forward a large sum of the 
money onto another person' 
who will complete the job 
via Western Union Money; 
Transfer. This second person 
usually has an address in 
Florida or a foreign country; 
and the money will actually 
in most eases end up di\ ci ting 
to a foreign country. The 


money orders the Sheriff 
has seen are U.S. Post Office 
Money Orders and look 
legitimate, however these 
money orders are counterfeit 
and are worthless. The 
person who cashes them is 
ieft being responsible for the 
total value of the money order 
at the establishment where 
they cashed the money order. 
The chances of locating the 
person or persons responsible 
for scumming these recipients 
are very slim as most of them 
are usually from a foreign 
country. 

Again anytime it asks 
you to send back money, pay 
taxes, or any other requests 
.where you are not keeping 
the total amount of the check 
or money order DO NOT 
CASH them and complete 
.the process requested in your 
letter.

What the future has in 
store for us no one can pos¬ 
sibly tell, but most of us have 
our opinions. I am inclined 
to the belief that John Wes¬ 
ley Bratton is not dead; that 
there is no casket, no box of 
wood or metal, no mechanical 
device of any kind that could 
hold and fetter him to this 
earth, and that he has never 
been buried at all. 

It is true that the seal of the 
sepulcher holds and conceals 
all that our eyes could see and 
ail that our hands could touch, 
but that which was really and 
truly John Wesley, that which 
thought, felt, loved and bound, 
and that which served with a 
generous loving nature, his 
friends and people, has not 
died, never will die, and can 
never be buried. 

When properly consid¬ 
ered death seems to be a bless¬ 
ing to mankind and instead of 


something to be dreaded and 
therefore, I do not believe—I 
cannot believe—that death 
even entered the world as a 
result of sin. I do not believe 
that it ever came as a punish¬ 
ment for a racial transgres¬ 
sion, but if the future is what 
we hope that it may be death is 
simply an essential part of the 
eternal, loving order of things, 
and the only possible means 
through which the departed 
spirit world can be opened—a 
world with unlimited opportu¬ 
nities ...(the last line is totally 
unreadable.)

THE SON OF MAN 

by Cornelius R. Siam 

In the four "Gospel" records, the Lord Jesus Christ 
refers to Himself about eighty times as "the son of Man". 
This title is based upon a passage in Daniel's prophecy in 
which "dominion, and glory, and a kingdom" are given 
unto one who appeared as "the Son of Man" (Dan.7:13, 
14). This kingdom, says the passage, "shall not pass away, 
and ... shall not be destroyed." 

As the term "Son of God" speaks of our Lord's deity 
and the term "Son of David" emphasizes His title as King 
of Israel, so the term "Son of Man" identifies Him as the 
representative of mankind in general. 

It is as "Son of Man" that Tie will reign as King of the 
world, as "King of kings" as we have seen above. It is also 
as "Son of Man" that He will judge the nations just before 
His kingdom reign: 

"When the Son of Man shall come in Fils glory, and 
all the holy angels with Him, then shall He sit upon the 
throne of His glory: and before Him will be gathered all 
nations" (Matt. 25: 31,32). 

As Son of man He will also be the Judge at the final 
judgment at the Great White Throne (Rev. 20:11 -15). 

"For the Father judgeth no man, but hath committed 
all judgment unto the Son... because He is the Son of 
man " (John 5:22,27). 

Surely God could not be more just in His dealings with 
mankind. But best of all it is as Son of man that our Lord 
represented us at Calvary, paying the penalty for our sins 
that He might deliver us from the judgment to come.

Medal of Honor 
winners includes 

three local men 

A plaque honoring all 
60 Congressional Medal of 
Honor recipients from Ken¬ 
tucky that was ceremoni¬ 
ously unveiled in the State 
Capitol Rotunda last week 
includes the names of two 
Civil War soldiers from Ma¬ 
son and Bracken counties 
and a seaman from Fleming 
County. 

The soldiers are Sgt. 
John S. Darrough of Mason 
County and Sgt. Francis M. 
McMillen of Bracken Coun¬ 
ty. The U.S. Naval officer is 
Watertender Edward A. Clary 
of Fleming County, who 
served in action in peacetime 
between 1871 and 1910. 

Rep. Mike Denham, D- 
Maysville, who supported 
the 2011 legislation that au¬ 
thorized the plaque, said he 
is proud to join with Sen. 
Walter Blevins, D-More- 
head, and Sen. Robin Webb, 
D-Grayson to formally rec¬ 
ognize the soldiers who 
hailed from the lawmakers’ 
respective districts. 

“I proudly join with Sen. 
Webb to thank Sgt. Darrough 
and Sgt. McMillen from our 
shared district in Mason and 
Bracken Comity for their 
service, while simultane¬ 
ously joining Sen. Blevins 
in proudly recognizing the 
service of Watertender Clary 
from our shared district in 
Fleming County,” said Rep. 
Denham. 

“Were it not for these 
men, and the sacrifice of all 
our U.S. servicemen and 
servicewomen, the United 
States would not be the land 
of freedom that it is today.” 

The plaque unveiling, 
held March 15, was attended 
by three of Kentucky’s five 
living Medal of Honor re¬ 
cipients, including Pfc. Er¬ 
nie West of Greenup County 
who served in the Korean 
War, Staff Sgt. Don Jenkins 
of Butler County who served 
in the Vietnam War, and Ma¬ 
rine Cpl. Dakota Meyer of 
Taylor County who served in 
Afghanistan. 

All three men were also 
recognized on the floor of 
the Kentucky House of Rep¬ 
resentatives. 

The Congressional Med¬ 
al of Honor is the highest 
military honor awarded by 
the United States govern¬ 
ment.

Workshop April 12 th 

Weather extremes have 
caused numerous problems for 
our hay fields and pastures in 
recent years. The droughts in 
2009 and 2010 resulted in pas¬ 
ture shortages and overgraz¬ 
ing. This caused many of the 
grasses in the pasture to die, 
leaving a very thin stand of 
grass. Open spaces in the sod 
and excessive rain last year al¬ 
lowed weeds to germinate and 
fill in the voids and now we 
are faced with many unpro¬ 
ductive pastures. It is vital to 
get these weeds under control 
before they go to seed making 
the problem even worse. 

Dr j.D. Green, Weed Spe¬ 
cialist with the UK Plant and 
Soil Science Department will 
present a workshop on Pasture 
and Hay Field Weed Manage¬ 
ment on April 12 th starting at 
6:00 at the Bracken County 
Extension Office. Late sea¬ 
son weeds require different 
management to get them un¬ 
der control than early season 
weeds. Some of the more 
problematic weeds such as 
briers. Tall Iron Weed and 
Canada Thistle need delayed 
applications of herbicides and 
stronger chemicals to attain 
desired control levels. Plan 
to join us for this workshop to 
learn more about getting these 
weeds under control.

League baseball!!!

After a very successful 
spring training season in 
the Cactus League, former 
Pendleton Fligh School 
and Northern Kentucky 
University star athlete, Na¬ 
than (Nate) Jones has made 
the final player cut and 
will open the 2012 Major 
League baseball season on 
the 25-man roster of the 
Chicago White Sox. 

Jones, 26 years of age, 
is a 6 foot, 5 inch, 215 
pound fire-balling right- 
handed pitcher. He is mar¬ 
ried to Lacy Wright Jones, 
Falmouth (KY), and is the 
son of Bill and Debbie 
Jones, Butler (KY). 

Selected in the fifth 
round of the 2007 First- 
Year Player Draft by the 
White Sox, Jones spent five 
seasons in the Minors as 
both a starting pitcher and a 
relief specialist. However, 
he seemed to break through 
with the Double-A divi¬ 
sion Birmingham Barons 
as purely a reliever during 
the 2011 campaign, and 
was selected by the Barons’ 
players and coaches as their 
“Pitcher of Year.” He suc¬ 
cessfully carried that mo-

mentum into spring training, 
where with a fastball in the 
98-99 mile-per-hour range, 
he produced 17 strikeouts in 
10 games covering 10 2/3 in¬ 
nings. Jones becomes one of 
a very select few profession¬ 
al baseball players to go to 
the Major Leagues from the 
Double-A division and .skip 
the Triple-A division. 

Along with the above- 
mentioned blazing fastball, 
for the past three seasons 
Jones’ curveball has been 
rated “best in the White Sox 
organization.” Last year he 
diligently worked on and de¬ 
veloped a decent changeup 


and has since added a cut¬ 
ter/slider to his pitching 
repertoire. 

Jones thanked his 
coaches through the White 
Sox system for his promo¬ 
tion. “It has been a long 
road, but it’s well worth it, 
for sure,” said Jones, who 
converted to pure reliever 
after the 2010 season at 
Class-A Winston Salem. 

He also benefited from 
pitching in the Puerto Ri¬ 
can Winter League this sea¬ 
son, where he kept his arm 
sharp, and mastered the 
changeup to complement 
his fastball and curve. 


O’Hara Inducted Into the 10 th Region Hall of Fame 


Jenna Kelsch O’Hara, was 
an outstanding point guard on 
one of the best Pendleton Coun¬ 
ty Ladycat teams in their history 
and now she is a member of the 
10th Region Girls Basketball 
Coaches Association Half of 
Fame. 

Jenna Kelsch O’Hara, 
daughter of Phyllis Kelsch and 
the late Lee Kelsch, wife of Ma¬ 
son O’Hara, and mother of Ka- 
mden and Isabella, was selected 
by the 10th Region Coaches as 
a member of the 2012 Hall of 
Fame Class. She joins fellow 
player Megan May from Paris, 
Coach Ed Cravens from Camp¬ 
bell County and contributors 
David Tackett from Pendleton 
County and WB Stiles from 
Paris in the Class of 2012. 

As the Hall of Fame ballot 
read, she was a selfless player 
who concerned herself more 
about the success of the team 
and her teammates than herself. 
She would rather make the pass 
and see her teammates score 
than to make the basket herself. 
That is a Hall of Fame mindset. 

Upon her selection, she 
humbly commented, “i was 
in disbelief at first, but once 
it sunk in, I felt so honored. 1 
never knew if I would make a 
HOF status or not because I was 
never in the 1,000 point club or 
anything like that, but I knew 
I contributed in other ways. It 
is an amazing feeling to be rec¬ 
ognized as one of the greatest 
players in 10th region history.” 

While many players have 
gaudy stats that warrant their 
selection, Jenna’s worth was her 
intelligence, selfless play and 
leadership as Ladycats’ point 
guard. She could score when 
she wanted but enjoyed the pass 
leading to a teammate’s basket 
more than she liked scoring her- 


“Jenna was truly an exten¬ 
sion of the coaching staff on the 
court.” Keith Smith, her Lady- 
cat Varsity during her last four 
seasons pointed out. “Our dis¬ 
trict opponent’s had us so well 
scouted that when we called a 
play, they would change their 
defense. So we adjusted and let 
Jenna call the plays by her deci¬ 
sions. She dribbled to the wing 
and we were in one play. She 
passed and cut and we were in 
another play. She passed and 
picked away and we were in 
another play. She was smart 
enough and knew the game well 


enough that I had full confi¬ 
dence in her ability to read the 
defense and put us in the right 
situation.” 

He continued, “On out of 
bounds plays, if they heard us 
calling a play, they would switch 
between man-to-man or zone 
defense depending on what play 
we called. So, we let Jenna call 
the plays. I would call a forma¬ 
tion and had a zone and a man- 
to-man play in each formation. 
The opponents would call their 
defense and Jenna would adjust 
the play. She NEVER made a 
wrong call the entire season. A 
true extension of the coaching 
staff on the floor. The perfect 
point guard.” 

Statistically, Jenna stands 
16th on the Ladycat scoring list 
and 20th on the rebound list. 
Only the 10th Ladycat to be on 
the top 20 in both points and re¬ 
bounds. She is 2nd all-time in 
assists and in the top 5 in steals. 
While she scored 881, she also 
had 320 points. Not including 
three-pointers made from her 
assists, at minimum, she was 
responsible for over 1500 points 
scored by the Ladycats during 
her varsity career. 

Ladycat Varsity Coach 
Scott Collins who was an as¬ 
sistant while Jenna was roam¬ 
ing the PCHS court pointed 
out, “Jenna’s development as 
a player and learning the skills 
necessary to be successful point 
guard was enjoyable as a coach 
to watch. Jenna’s skills handling 
the ball and in game manage¬ 
ment really helped our team be 
successful on the court.” 

Beyond how important she 
was to the Ladycats’ success and 
Jenna’s all-out hustling style that 
saw her launching her body at 
every loose ball, one play stands

out in Coach Smith’s memory. 

“She had thrown several 
in practice but I think it was 
against Augusta and she was 
on a 2-on-l fastbreak. And 
when she got to mid-court, you 
could see it was going to hap¬ 
pen. She attacked the basket 
and whipped a perfect behind- 
the-back bounce pass to a team¬ 
mate right in stride. They hit the 
layup and Jenna had a HUGE 
smile on her face. Great pass 
from a great point guard. And 
sums her up her game. Hustling 
down the floor, attack the basket 
and selflessly give up the basket 
to a teammate with a little flair 
added.” 

Basketball for Jenna was 
not just about the games but was 
a family affair. Her teammates 
became as close as sisters and 
both her and her sister, Nata¬ 
lie, were supported, guided and 
taught by their parents. 

“My dad was one of my 
main motivators even after he 
had passed. We spent countless 
hours playing ball and work¬ 
ing on different things. When 
I would do something good in 
a game, he would always give 
me a thumbs up. In the games 
I played after he passed, I could 
still picture him in the stands 
giving me a thumbs up. I knew 
he wanted me to always try my 
best to reach my full potential, 
so I would give 110% in every¬ 
thing I did.” 

She continued, “A big part 
of my success and support has 
come from my mom. She drove 
me all over the country to play 
basketball so I could develop 
into the best player I could be. 
We went to Hawaii, Georgia, 
Indiana, and many other places. 
Every opportunity I was given to 
play, my mom made sure 1 was 
there. Even when I played at 
Thomas More, she would drive 
to Pennsylvania on a school 
night to watch my games. I can 
count on one hand the games 
she missed. I definitely would 
not have been the player I devel¬ 
oped to be without my parents.” 

Jenna continued her play¬ 
ing career at Thomas More Col¬ 
lege where she played for Brian 
Neal, now assistant at Xavier 
University, as point guard for 
some of the best teams in TMC 
history. They rose as high as 
#3 in the nation for NCAA Dill 
and finished with an undefeated 
regular season her senior year. 

Fellow Hall of Fame in¬ 


ductee David Tackett was part of 
Jenna’s basketball development. 
As Varsity Coach, he invited 
Jenna to join the high school 
team while she was in the 7th 
grade. But when she was in the 
4th grade and he was coaching 
middle school, he moved Jenna 
up and played with the middle 
school team. 

Jenna traces part of her de¬ 
velopment back to those times. 
“Mr. Tackett is one of the coach¬ 
es who opened my eyes to my 
potential. He had the confidence 
in me and my ability to move me 
up to play on his team. Being 
in middle school and practicing 
with the high school team made 
me a better and stronger player. 
Though it was intimidating at 
first, it built up my confidence 
and he pushed me to be the best 
that I could be.” 

Jenna had words of advice 
for young ladies dreaming of 
playing basketball. 

“If you want to be the best 
player you can be, you must 
work for it. Any opportunity 
you have to play ball, do it! If 
you can find an AAU traveling 
team to play on, take advantage 
of it because you will get better 
when you play against better 
competition and sometimes that 
means traveling other places. 
If you can go to any basketball 
camps, do it! You will only be 
as good as you are willing to 
work to be.” 

Jenna summarized by 
thanking all of those who helped 
her HOF career. 

“I have many coaches to 
give credit to for my success and 
for developing me into the play¬ 
er I was. Mr. Bill Owen who 
started the elementary program, 
Mr. David Tackett, Mr. Keith 
Smith, Mr. Brad Riley, Mrs. Ra¬ 
chel Perraut, Mr. Scott Collins, 
Coach Brian Neal at Thomas 
More, all my AAU coaches, and 
the list goes on and on. Coaches 
may not be your best friends at 
time, but they are hard on you 
and push you because they 
know your potential, which is 
why I am a former Ladycat now 
in the Hall of Fame.” 

And while the list is exten¬ 
sive on those that helped Jen¬ 
na’s Hall of Fame career, look¬ 
ing down from Heaven is one 
special fan. Her dad, Lee, who 
is giving Jenna a well-deserved 
thumbs up.
